The Central 
Pacific railroad demanded ten thou- 
sand of these laborers, and the demand 
was greater than the market afforded. 
Through the Six Companies they sent 
their money to-China, and brought 
them here, and that is tha.way in 
which they come”? Mr. King} agent 
of tlie anti-coolie clubs said :—“The 
majority of Chinese males probably 
come here voluntarily, as Mr. Pixley 
suggests, but are bound by servile 
labor for long terms of years, and’ 
-while such. contracts exist they are 
to all intents and purposes the absol- 
ute slaves of the contrdctors. For 
although these contracts. are void 
by our law, yet the ‘superstition and 
fear of the Chinese bondsman for his 
master is so great as to prevent him 
from breaking his contract. “That 
sych fears are, well grounded we shall 
show by evidence, arid we shall estab- 


Companies and similar organisations ; 
who are herded together in gangs 
and numbered a8-if they were so 
many beasts of burden ; who remain 
‘entirely under the control of the 
contractors until the money.advaricod 
for passage, &c., has been paid off, 
without the power to better their 
positions in any way—can hardly be 
termed free agents..
